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An insulator on the main electricity feed-in from Pacific 
Gas & Electric into Lompoc blew at noon today sending 
debris 20 yards into the street and leaving the entire city 
powerless for three and one-half hours. 
City electrical officials gathered at the scene of the bum 
out at the PG&E substation on E Street. There a charred, 
fragmented insulator easily explained the outage. 
The fried insulator was connected to a 12,000-volt main line 
connecting the PG&E substation at E Street and Chestnut 
Avenue with a city metering station across the street. 
City Electrical Superintendent William Ruffner, on the 
scene at about 12:30 today, said PGirE crews from Solvang 
would attempt to pick up the line before the burnt insulator 
and go around it with “jumpers.” Jumpers are large flexible 
cables used to feed in to the main line. 
Workers were able to restore power at 3:35 p.m. 
The faulty insulator was 10 years old, but Ruffner in­ 
dicated it was relatively young for insulators which are used 
for 30 to 40 years. 
Ruffner said the insulator and section of line under E 


Street would have to be examined before the cause of the 
blackout could be determined. He said he had no reason to 
believe foul play might be involved. 
The electrical superintendent said if the damage was 
limited to the insulator, it could be repaired for about $600 or 
$700. However, if it involved the connecting line running un­ 
der the street, he guessed that it could run upwards of $5,000. 


Meanwhile, motorists gingerly drove through intersec­ 
tions without traffic lights and lunchtime patrons at city 
restaurants were limited to cold sandwiches. 
Officials at Lompoc District Hospital said everything was 
normal there with emergency generators employed 


The PG&E substation was also the scene of the last 
blackout the city experienced about five years ago when 
someone threw a coat hanger into the lines. The incident left 
the city without power for about five hours. 
Before that, the city was powerless for eight hours the 
year before when an airplane crashed into a large power 
switchyard near Orcutt.

Council okays delinquent 
utility bill resolution

City Council unanimously passed a 
resolution last night to better protect the 
city against unpaid utility bills and to 
allow the city to charge “professional 
delinquents” who consistently pay bills 
late 
Before the new utility billing and 
collection procedures were given the 
council nod, however, one section 
sparked a feisty debate between City At­ 
torney Alan Davidson and Councilman 
Charles Ward, a local attorney himself. 


The two squared off in their respective 
legal comers over section 
B of the 
resolution which held landlords responsi­ 
ble for any unpaid utility b'lls left by 
their tenants 
Assistant City Administrator Bob 
Livingston said the section had been ad­ 
ded because, “ there is an ability of 
property owners in some multi-unit 
dwellings to turn on the utilities prior to 
the tenant coming down to city hall and 
filling out a proper application.” 
The city’s idea. Livingston said was to 
put the burden on the landlord to get his 
tenant to fill out a utility application. 


Under the new regulations. Ward 
warned that the city could subjectively 
determine who wouid or would not have 
to pay deposits 
The city then could 
charge a landlord for the balance of un­ 
paid bills lost because a tenant not 
required to post a deposit skipped out on 
the bill. 


“ Any law student fresh out of law 
school," Ward said “would have little 
difficulty defending a landlord against 
the section ” 
“I think it is both logical and good 
utility practice," countered Davidson, 
“and I think it will stand up in court.” 
“That is no different than selling 
building materials to a contractor and 


then trying to charge the homeowner 
when the contractor skips out,” said 
Ward. 
After a short discussion, council omit­ 
ted the section 
To protect the city against unpaid bills, 
the new guidelines — which Livingston 
said would take effect “relatively im­ 
mediately” — require customers es­ 
tablishing service to pay a deposit equal 
to twice the average bill of their 
residence. 
Replacing the $10 deposit the city has 
been using, the deposit would ring up 
around $50 for an apartment or about $80 
for a house, according to Livingston 
For those prices, the city will start 
electrical, water, garbage and sewer 
services. 
The deposit hike is sim ila r to 
p rop ortion ate d e p o sits Southern 
California Gas Co., and Pacific Gas & 
Electric Co., have been charging for 
years 
The increased deposits will be charged 
to new customers who cannot establish a 
good credit rating or residents with a 
history of delinquent or unpaid bills If a 
customer establishes a good payment 
record, the deposit would be refunded 
after one year 
The new utility procedures also con­ 
tain a list of measures “to place the 
burden of punishment on individuals who 
are 
req u irin g ex tra s e r v ic e s ,” 
Livingston said. 
These include a $2 charge for late pay­ 
ment, a charge for returned checks and 
turnoffs for non-payment and a billing 
for requested meter tests when the 
meter proves to be accurate. 
The city regularly monitors all city 
meters Livingston said and extra tests 
are an extra expense for the city 
However, if a meter is defective, the city 
would not charge for the test 
The late fee, Livingston said, would be 


tacked on a bill only after a customer al­ 
ready was two months behind on his 
utility bill. 
The late fee is conditional and is an ad­ 
ded arm the city “may” use, said the as­ 
sistant city administrator, “just in case 
we start having real difficulties in the 
future ” 


Livingston estimated the city was los­ 
ing $40,000 annually to unpaid utility 
bills. 
“Everybody in town is paying these 
delinquent bills and we were penalizing 
the people that pay their bills promptly.”

Battery case goes to jury today

The battery case against Peter Allen 
Signorelli went to the jury today after a 
morning of summations by prosecution 
and defense and lengthy instructions to 
the jury by Municipal Court Judge 
Terrill F Cox. 
The 11-woman, one man jury was ex­ 
pected to begin deliberations after a 
lunch break At stake was the guilt or in­ 
nocence of Signorelli, 23, of 530 South G 
St 
Signorelli was charged with two 
counts of battery on peace officers, 
stemming from a melee last Sept. 11. 
In the summation of the case for the 
prosecution, Deputy District Attorney 
David Stanley said the evidence showed 
that Signorelli “willfully used force and 
violence on peace officers, Sgt. John Co­ 
day and Patrolman Gregory Janke'’ and 
that those o fficers in turn used 
“reasonable force in the performance of 
their duties.” 
Stanley reminded the jury that witnes­ 
ses had testified that Signorelli hit 
Janke. that Coday testified that he went 
to Janke’s aid, and that he Coday was 


then attacked by someone from the rear 
Coday suffered a severe chest injury, 
when, according to Stanley, Signorelli 
“threw an elbow” while Coday was at­ 
tempting to restrain the man from the 
rear 
But the key to the case, according to 
Stanley, was the question of how much 
force was used by two other officers in 
the arrest of Marlinda Dee Highfield, 18, 
of 615 North O St., on disturbance of the 
peace charges Stanley said police of­ 
ficers went to the intersection of Ocean 
Avenue and D Street to investigate a 
report of a woman screaming 
TTiat 
woman was Highfield. Stanley conceded 
that if Signorelli thought the police were 
using excessive force in the arrest, it 
would place the case in a different light 
However, 
Stanley said prosecution 
witnesses and some even for the defense 
failed to substantiate the contention that 
excessive force was used 
In his summation for the defense. At­ 
torney Frank R Crandall, speaking for 
co-counsel John Gherini, said that 
evidence by a parade of witnesses dis­ 
puted police claims that Signorelli had 


used willful force or violence against 
either Janke or Coday. 
Then Crandall outlined the details of 
the incident noting that witnesses told 
how officers had “thrown" the five-foot, 
three-inch tall and 130 pound Highfield 
first on the ground, and then up against 
the hood of a police car. He told the jury 
it was only a miracle that the woman 
was not seriously injured. 


Crandall said there was no evidence 
that Signorelli hit either officer and that 
“Janke had no more reason to fear an at­ 
tack from Signorelli than the man in the 
moon ” Crandall said the defense con­ 
tended that Coday injured himself when 
he fell on the portable radio which he had 
attached to his belt. 


Crandall also questioned the reason for 
Coday’s service revolver being found 
loose in the center of the street after the 
conflict subsided 
In conclusion, Crandall said there was 
“overwhelming evidence that police had 
used excessive force in arresting 
Highfield, “thus justifying Signorelli’s 
injecting himself into the dispute.”

Expressing a concern for residential 
growth on prime agricultural land, City 
Council last night reluctantly approved 
two land use changes requested for a 
proposed 52-home tract on the northeast 
corner of the city. 
The plot in question is an 18.5-acre L- 
shaped block of land behind Sunset 
Chevrolet. 
The far western portion of the parcel is 
zo n ed 
‘ ‘ P la n n e d 
C o m m e r c ia l 
Development” PC-D with the remainder 
zoned R-A “Residential Agricultural.” 


Lompoc resident Morris Sobhani, of 
Sobhani 
Engineering and Surveying, 
asked the city to rezone the land R-l 
“Single Family Residence” in prepara­ 
tion for a residential development on the 
majority of the parcel. 
Sobhani also requested the city enlarge 
the PC-D portion of the land block, he 
said, to allow additional parking for a 
possible commercial endeavor on the 
western section just north of Sunset 
Chevrolet. 
The proposed residential tract would 
border on the back edge of Sunset 
Chevrolet, but under Sobhani’s design, it 
would be separated with a block wall. 


The entire development further would 
be surrounded on its northern edge, 
Central Avenue, and its eastern border, 
D Street, with a block wall. 
Lompoc Mayor Charlotte Benton 
asked Community Development Direc­ 
tor Jack Lam if the city was abandoning 
its policy of separating commercial and 
residential areas with buffer zones. 


Lam, who recommended approval of 
the necessary land use changes, said the 
city was following the city’s Land Use 
Element which already has commercial 
zones next to residential blocks He said 
the city could avoid conflicts simply by 
adhering to strict development stan­ 
dards. 


The developm ent standards Lam 
referred to in Sobhani’s preliminary 
design were the block wall, deep lots 
bordering the busy Central Avenue, 
heavy, extensive landscaping and well- 
planned parking patterns 
“ I can assure City Council,” Sobhani 
said, “ we will develop something that 
would be an asset to the community and 
you wouldn’t be ashamed of it." 


When the council’s concern turned to 
swallowing up more prime agricultural 
land, both Lam and City Attorney Alan 
Davidson concurred the almost 20 acres 
had been zoned “non-agricultural for a 
long time.” 


Under “Residential Agricultural" zon­ 
ing. the parcel was restricted to 20,000- 
square-foot lots compared to 7,000- 
square-foot lots permitted by “Single 
Family Residential” zoning 
“It implies agricultural," U rn ex­ 
plained. “but 20.000-foot lots are not 
agricultural 
That is less than one-half 
acre ” 


Sobhani said most of the lots in his in­ 
itial design actually average about 8,000 
square feet each with 1,500 to 2,000 
square-foot homes 


Council unanimously passed a resolu­ 
tion amending the Land Use Element of 
the Lompoc General Plan and approved 
the introduction and first reading of an 
ordinance to change the zoning from R-A 
to R-l.

— Continued until Dec. 6. a public 
hearing on the environmental impact 
report and statement covering the con­ 
struction of a water reservoir line and 
connections adjacent to Beattie Park, 


— Sent a letter to the County Parks 
Commission, Supervisor Robert Hedlund 
and the Santa Barbara County Board of 
Supervisors seeking financial help for 
Ocean Park

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Giving up hope that Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. will call a 
special session to deal with 
property tax relief, 10 Republi­ 
can lawmakers have petitioned 
Democratic leaders to recon­ 
vene the Legislature. 
Drafted by the executive 
comm ittee of the Assembly 
Republican Caucus, the petition 
noted legislators have had the 
chance to meet with constitu­ 
ents since the recess began 
Sept. 15, property tax bills went 
out Nov. 1, and first install­ 
ments are due Dec. 10. 
The petition, filed Tuesday, 
called property tax relief “the 
single most important issue” 
fa c in g the D e m o c ra tic - 
dominated legislature 


The Senate Rules Committee 
and Assembly Speaker Leo T 
McCarthy, D-San Francisco, 
have 10 days to consider the 
petition and take action 


The request was made under 
a special rule allowing legisla­ 
tive leaders, as well as the 
governor, to call a special ses­ 
sion dealing with a single issue. 


If both the committee and 
McCarthy refuse to approve the 
request, a second petition may 
be filed. A two-thirds vote of 
the 120 legislators could then 
order a special session 


If the committee and Mc­ 
Carthy split on the issue, a two- 
thirds vote of the dissenting 
house can force the session 


Asked if Republican leaders 
gave up hope Brown would call 
a special session, Sen William 
Campbell, R-Hacienda Heights, 
a Rules Committee member 
and one of three senators to 
sign the petition, replied, “ Yes, 
we really did ” 


The Senate twice rejected

Rehearing sought 
for Patty Hearst 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Patricia H earst’s attorneys 
have asked a federal appeals 
court for a rehearing on the 
newspaper heiress’ 1974 bank 
robbery conviction. 
In arguing that Miss Hearst 
did not get a fair trial, defense 
attorneys Tuesday asked for the 
rehearing before the full 11 
members of the 9th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals 
Miss Hearst, who is free on 
$12 million bail, was convicted 
of robbing a San Francisco bank 
about six weeks after she was 
abducted from her Berkeley, 
C alif., ap artm en t by the 
terrorist Symbionese Libera­ 
tion Army. 
The appellate court last 
month upheld her conviction. If 
a rehearing is denied, Miss 
Hearst may go to the U.S. 
Supreme Court in her efforts to 
have the conviction reversed 
The appeals court’s ruling, 
after studying the case for six 
months, was that there was no 
m istake in her tria l that 
warranted ordering a new trial 
With their petition, the at­ 


torneys attached an affidavit 
saying that if the trial judge had 
not ruled that Miss Hearst 
could plead the 5th Amend­ 
ment, she would not have taken 
the stand. 
The attorneys said the opi­ 
nion of the circuit court is in 
substantial conflict with other 
decisions of that same court, 
that the court overlooked and 
misapprehended the law and 
facts on the appeal, and that the 
proceedings involve questions 
of exceptional 
constitutional 
proportion 
The defense said M iss 
Hearst’s actions in a sporting 
store shooting incident in Los 
Angeles subsequent to the rob­ 
bery should not have been in­ 
troduced. 
The appellate court, the 
defense said, made a “grave 
error” in speculating that the 
defendant was not prejudiced 
by what the defense called 
“improper admission” of post- 
crime conduct. 
T he c o u rt a c te d on a 
“blatantly mistaken premise,” 
the petition said

New blaze erupts in Westlake area 


W ESTLAKE 
V ILLAG E, 
C a lif. (U P I) — E ven as 
firefighters contained a brush 
fire Tuesday that burned 1,100 
acres and six buildings in sub­ 
urban canyons on the outskirts 
of Los Angeles, another blaze 
erupted about 15 miles away, 
flam ing toward the ocean 
through more than 2,000 acres 
of brush. 
The second blaze, dubbed the 
Westlake Fire, gutted three 
hou ses, sh eriff's d ep u ties 
reported. 
It was still out of control to­ 
day, with 900 firefighters 
struggling to contain it and save 
about 300 homes, mostly expen­ 
sive hideaways in the brush- 
covered hills behind the Malibu 


beach area 
Six firefighters were reported 
hurt, including one critically in­ 
jured when he was run over by 
a bulldozer. 
Smoke clouds towered over 
the hills as the flames advanced 
Tuesday afternoon. Hie fire 
crackled through brush over 20 
feet high — “more like trees” 
than brush, according to one 
fire department spokesman — 
and squads of men fought to 
save the isolated houses that 
stand like islands in the sea of 
brush. 
Men from the Los Angeles 
city and county fire depart­ 
ments, Ventura County Fire 
D epartm ent and the U.S. 
Forest Service were aided by 90 


fire engines, 18 bulldozers, 
seven helicopters and four 
fixed-wing aerial tankers. 
Firefighters were optimistic 
Tuesday night, saying the battle 
was going well as they looked 
for help from the heavy ocean 
fog that often rolls into the area 
at night from the Pacific, about 
four miles to the south. 
Aided by the fog and a drop in 
the wind, firemen got the upper 
hand Tuesday on the first blaze, 
the Topanga Canyon fire. It had 
burned six structures — three 
houses, a mobile home and two 
o u tb u ild in g s, and chased 
hundreds of residents from the 
woodsy canyon. 
It was contained — circled by 
fire breaks — but not control­ 


led, meaning it was still burn­ 
ing within the lines, but did not 
threaten to spread. 
Fire officials said the Topan­ 
ga fire was definitely “incen­ 
diary” or man-caused, either 
accidentally 
or 
deliberately. 
County Fire Chief Clyde Brag- 
don Jr., said there was “a good 
possibility” it was arson City 
Fire Chief John Gerard called it 
“of suspicious origin.” 
Fire officials said the West­ 
lake fire was the result of il­ 
legal trash burning. An illegal 
dump in the hills had apparent­ 
ly smoldered for about a week 
before rising winds Tuesday 
fanned it into flam es that 
leaped into the brush 
GOP suggests scrapping energy bill 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
While House-Senate conferees 
are stalled on a key utility rate 
facet of President C arter’s 
energy package and congres­ 
sional tax writers bide their 
tim e, Republicans offer a 
suggestion: Scrap the whole 
bill. 
That message was delivered 
into American living rooms 
Tuesday night as the GOP 
responded to Carter’s public 
plea for Congress to deliver to 
him a document along the lines 
he wants, not that sought by the 
oil industry. 


Sen. Robert Packwood, R- 
Ore., and Rep John Anderson. 
R-IU , said in the joint televised 
rebuttal that the president’s 
energy plan was not worth 
salvaging. 


“I think the president should 
come before this nation and say 
the plan that he gave us last 
April doesn’t work — that we 
have a newer, tougher, greater 
plan — and that we’re going to 
have to work 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week to solve the 
energy crisis,” Packwood said 
On Capitol Hill. Rep Harley 
O Staggers, D-W Va , chair­ 
man of the H ouse-Senate 
energy conference, reminded 
negotiators Carter canceled a 
nine-nation trip because of the 
importance of the bill 


He withheld immediate ap­ 
proval of a Senate request that 
no sessions be held next week 
because of the Thanksgiving 
holiday. 
The move came after Senate 
conferees refused to accept 
House reforms in the way 


electric rates are calculated 
They said the most they would 
agree to do was require states 
to consider federal rate guideli­ 
nes 
House members presented a 
list of 15 mandatory federal 
standards states would be 


required to follow The senators 
offered to reduce the standards 
to guideline status, requiring 
state rate setters to hear 
federal arguments in favor of 
the guidelines, and encouraging 
the energy secretary to lobby 
for appropriate reform 
High volunteer dropout rate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Pentagon’s top manpower ex­ 
pert says the all-volunteer 
force, which officials until now 
have called a success, has a 
dropout rate approaching 40 
percent for reasons that include 
discipline and unsuitability 
Assistant Defense Secretary 
John White said at a news con­ 
ference Tuesday the washout 
rate during first enlistments 
has risen considerably since the 
draft ended five years ago. 
“ This is a phenomenon 
peculiar to the all-volunteer 
force,” White said ‘‘There is a 
whole variety of problems ” 
He said the population of 18-to

Justice Department files 
affirmative action brief 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Justice Department says the 
1964 Civil Rights Act’s ban on 
ra c ia l 
d isc rim in a tio n in 
federally assisted programs 
shields only m em bers of 
minority groups that have been 
victims of past discrimination 
In a brief filed with the 
Supreme Court Tuesday in the 
publicized Allan Bakke “re- 
verse-discrimination” suit, the 
department argued that so- 
called affirmative action pro­ 
grams favoring minorities over 
whites do not violate this ban 
Bakke, who is white, charged 
he was twice denied admission 
to the University of California 
Medical School at Davis be­ 
cause the school favored less- 
qualified minority applicants. 
Bakke said this violated the 
act’s Title VI, which forbids 
any discrimination on account 
of race in any federally assisted 
activities, 
including 
medical 
schools. 
The department said the act 
was passed at a time when 
‘‘blacks often were denied the 
benefits of programs supported 
with federal funds” and “was 
intended to deal with the dis­ 
crimination against black per­ 
sons ...” 
The brief added that Con­ 
gress, at least by negative im­ 
plication. approved programs 
employing goals and timetables 
— d ev ice s often used in 
affirmative-action programs — 
for the benefit of minority 
group members 
“The propriety of affirma­ 
tive-active action programs has 
been a matter of considerable 
congressional debate in the 
years since T itle VI was 
enacted.” the brief said. “ At­ 
tem pts have been made to 
prohibit or limit such programs 
and all of these attempts have 
been unsuccessful ” 
The medical school’s pro­ 
gram consisted of reserving 16 


of 100 student openings for 
members of minority groups 
whose qualifications were not 
w eighed against those of 
regular applicants for the other 
84 openings 
The brief was the second the 
department has filed with the 
Supreme Court to defend the 
legality of taking race into con­ 
sideration to correct effects of 
past discrimination by society 
at large It said: 
“We argued in our principal 
brief that the Constitution does 
not bar the medical school from 
taking race into account in 
order fairly to compare minori­ 
ty and non-minority applicants 
We now submit that Title VI 
does not prohibit the medical 
school from em ploying a 
m inority-sensitive program 
that the Constitution would per­ 
m it." 


Sharp decline told 
in bombing acts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
FBI reported today a sharp 
decline in the number of bomb­ 
ings and their toll in deaths, in­ 
jury and property damage in 
the United States and Puerto 
Rico during the first nine 
months of this year 
Bombings killed 17 persons 
and injured 122 during the 
period, compared to 44 deaths 
and 180 injuries in the same 
period in 1976, the FBI said 
There were 987 bombing inci­ 
dents during the nine-month 
period this year compared to 
1,207 last year, the FBI said 
The bombings this year caused 
$6 6 million property damage, 
compared to $10.2 million for 
the 1976 period, it said. 
Leading 1977 targets were 
residents, with 220 attacks; 
commercial operations and of­ 
fice buildings. 209; vehicles. 
123; school facilities. 84. and 
law enforcement. 31.

SAN DIEGO (U P I) - Attor­ 
ney General Evelle J. Younger, 
who hopes to be the Republican 
candidate for governor against 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
says he won’t be surprised if he 
gets help from supporters of 
President Carter, hoping to 
eliminate Brown as a challeng­ 
er for the Democratic presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
Younger told reporters Tues­ 
day he would not accept any 
campaign donation that ap­ 
peared to be "laundered” 
money from the Carter camp, 
but would take donations from 
California Democrats, even 
Carter supporters, who had 
backed him in the past. 
Younger said he suspects 
"Jim m y Carter is trying to 
figure out how to help me 
against Gov. Brown without 
anybody knowing about it.” 
There has been speculation 
by political observers that 
Brown, who made an unsuc­ 
cessful attempt on the 1976 
presidential 
nomination, 
is 
planning to make another run 
against Carter in 1980, if only to 
gather experience and support 
for a try in 1984. 
Brown defeated Carter in 


Democratic primaries, but en­ 
tered the race too late to 
counter Carter’s strong lead. 
Carter's political strategists 
reportedly fear a Brown chal­ 
lenge in 1980. 
‘‘The Carter people probably 
would like to upport somebody 
against Brown, but fear getting 
caught," Younger speculated 
Younger, who said he plans to 
formally announce his can­ 
didacy in January or February, 
said that if his campaign 
received ‘‘a check for $50,000” 
from some Carter administra­ 
tion member, such as former 
Democratic National Chairman 
Robert Strauss, he would refuse 


to accept it. 
‘‘But if some rich Democrat 
in California, who did it in the 
past, supports me now,” he 
said, " I wouldn’t ask why.” 
Younger said that as of now, 
he feels he would win the 
Republican nomination and Los 
Angeles Police Chief Edward 
M Davis would be second. 
Polls show Younger’s name 
and reputation carry more 
weight than his prospective 
rivals for the Republican 
nomination.

Most of the sales increase 
will come in shipments of 
wheat, analysts said. The 
predicted export total for the 
1977-78 season includes nearly 
84 million tons of wheat, feed 
grains and rice, up nearly 10 per­ 
cent from the previous season 
because of an expected jump in 
wheat sales. 
But experts added that 
average prices for American 
crops moving to foreign buyers 
in the new season probably will 
be about 15 percent below the 
1976-’77 level, primarily because 
of lower grain and soybean 
prices. 
As a result, spokesmen said 
the overall dollar value of 
American farm exports in the 
new year may fall to about $22 
billion compared with $24 
billion in the previous year. 
Analysts added that Ameri­ 
can farm product imports in 
1977-78 may reach about $13.5 
billion, fractionally above the 
previous year. As a result, the 
nation’s net return from farm 
trade — the excess of export 
sales over imports — is ex­ 
pected to drop to $8.5 billion, 
more than 20 percent below 
1976- ’77, to the lowest level in 
five years. 
Thomas Saylor, deputy chief 


of the department’s Foreign 
Agricultural Service, said the 
outlook for grain sales could 
improve if Soviet purchases of 
American grain go beyond the 
currently predicted level of 15 
million tons for 1977-78. 
Soviet officials recently es­ 
timated their 1977 grain harvest 
at 194 million metric tons, well 
below earlier American fore­ 
casts and 13 percent below last 
year’s crop. This helped push 
estimates of Soviet orders for 
American grain to the current 
15 m illion ton level, but 
analysts said there is still 
"much uncertainty” over the 
possibility that purchases could 
go even higher. 
“ Adding to this uncertainty is 
the indication that other major 
grain exporters have already 
committed their exportable 
supplies, and that any new 
foreign demand would be sup­ 
plied by the United States,” a 
summary prepared for the con­ 
ference said. 
Experts noted that sales to 
Europe are expected to decline 
because that region had good 
crops this year. But they said a 
big question mark remains 
about the Peoples Republic of 
China. 
China will import a record 
amount of grain in 1977-78, of­ 
ficials said. 


None of the Chinese pur­ 
chases so far have been from 
American stocks and no poten­ 
tial sales are included in 
current government export 
forecasts. But if China needs 
any grain beyond what it has 
already ordered from other 
producers including Canada and 
Australia, the additional sup­ 
plies “ may come from the 
United States,” the summary 
added 
J. Dawson Ahalt, head of the 
department's world outlook and 
situation board, added in 
another report to the outlook 
meeting yesterday that the in­ 
creased foreign sales are com­ 
ing from record crops which 
have depressed prices for 
American farmers. 
Even with the prospect of 
bigger foreign sales, Ahalt said\ 
farm prices in the 1977 calendaf 
year will average about 4 to 5 
percent below last year and 
1978 should be about the same 
Ahalt said that despite the 
drop in Soviet production and 
crop prospects in Canada and 
Australia, larger food supplies 
are virtually assured for most 
parts of the world in the coming 
year.

It is not often that one meets a musi­ 
cian who builds her own instrument, 
plays it well, teaches it to others, com­ 
poses music for it, and writes a fat 
volume about its history 
Such a versatile m usician was 
presented by Lompoc Music Association 
in its second concert of the series Sunday 
afternoon when Dr Orpha Ochse, as­ 
sociate professor of music at Whittier 
College, played a recital on the 11-stop 
baroque-style organ she constructed at 
the Valley of the Flowers United Church 
of Christ. 
O riginally installed in the F irs t 
Congregational Church. Pasadena, the 
organ was brought to Lompoc in 1975. 
Dr Ochse knows her brainchild so 
well that she can combine its separate 
voices to produce a variety of sounds 
After the audience sang Beethoven’s 
“ Hymn of Joy,” the program opened 
with the “ Echo Fantasia” by Sweelinck, 
a Dutch composer and organist who 
preceded Bach by 100 years 


Sweelinck’s liking for variations and 
o rn a m e n ta l 
e m b ro id e ry 
w as 
demonstrated in a chorale prelude and 
another fantasia based on the scale 
Bach was represented by the con­ 
templative prelude, “ My Soul Doth 
Magnify the Lord.” 
which begins and 
ends with a pedal solo most expressively 
played, and the broader style "Prelude 
and Fugue in C ” 


The second half of the program con­ 
sisted of music written during the 20th 
century. 
A rousing toccata by the German com­ 
poser Kropfreiter was followed by the 
third and most melodic of Hindemith’s 
three organ sonatas. 
The movements of this sonata, based 
on old German folk songs that unfor­ 
tunately were not familiar, sounded 
more like chorale preludes than sonata 
movements. 
The composer’s lively rhythms were 
especially evident in the last Hindemith, 
who fled Germany and became an 
American citizen and teacher, was not 
an organist, but his spare polyphonic 
style, though in modern harmony, goes 
well on a baroque organ. 
Dr. Ochse s “ Trio and Allegro” was 
written for this organ and showed still 
more of its tonal possibilities. The 
program ended with the French com­ 
poser Jean Guillou’s “ Fantaisie.” a 
thorny 
combination 
of tone-cluster 
chords and abrupt rhythms. 
Perhaps a faster tempo and more 
volume would have added excitement to 
the climax 
Dr. Ochse was intent on making music, 
and did not attempt to dazzle the listener 
w ith 
te c h n ic a l 
d is p la y s . 
H e r 
musicianship was certainly adequate to 
her interesting program which the 
audience obviously enjoyed 
For an encore Dr Ochse chose from an 
unknown 17th century Italian composer a 
quiet 
“ V illag e 
O rg a n is t" 
which 
reminded us that it was Sunday, and that 
we were in a chapel, and that the organ, 
the king of the instruments, can be at its 
inspiring best in the weekly services of 
the church 


Built bv Mr. and Mrs. Robert E. Sud­ 
den in 1912, the Paul Dugre home, 303 
South H St. has 14 rooms. 
The house will be open Sunday from 1-5 
p.m. during the second annual Historical 
Home Tour to be sponsored by Lompoc 
Museum Associates. 
Large front door and screen of the 
Dugre home are the original ones and 
paneling throughout the house is of 
Australian eucalyptus. 
The original fireplace of stone is now 
faced with Italian marble. 
The home’s living room, reached 
through a columned opening in the entry 
hall, features a Chinese rug, "Golden 
Lotus” design; Louis X V armchair, 
French design blue velvet sofa, Old 
English small coffee table; a spinning 
wheel (early 1800s) from Canada, and 
num erous 
scu lp tu res 
by 
Dugre 
daughters Michele. Danielle and Estelle. 
Focal point of the library is a brass and 
cream glass chandelier and a red 
lacquer Chinese coffee table. 
Dining room table and buffet were 
handcarved by an Italian craftsman 
brought over to work in the Doheny Man­ 
sion in Los Angeles, and the Persian rug 
is over 90 years old. 
The St. Charles-designed kitchen has a 
built-in barbecue with red tile counter 
and the breakfast room has a bricked-in 
corner Franklin fireplace 
Of the four bedrooms, the gold and 
white room is in antique French Provin- 
cian style with large black and gold 
framed cameo heads entitled “ East 
Wind” and “ West Wind.” 
The blue and white room has the 
original crystal chandelier and the 
bedroom set, of 1920 era, was in the 
house when purchased 
Pink room features a Chinese hooked 
rug as well as 1930s French Provincial 
furniture. 
Modern Oriental furniture in the 
master bedroom includes Italian metal 
lamps on night tables, oriental carvings 
on the chest of drawers, a Chinese chest, 
and hanging daisy-chain design in 
silvered metal with etched frosted glass. 
Study of the Dugre home, off the front 
hall, has an old brick fireplace flanked 
by leaded glass-doored bookcase. 
Recreation room downstairs in the 
home was originally a ballroom and has 
been the site of graduation parties and a 
wedding reception in recent years.

Lagomarsino in rare SY visit

In practically an unheralded 
appearance, Rep. Robert J. 
Lagomarsino (R-Calif.) spoke 
at a breakfast meeting Tuesday 
morning at the Red Barn 
Restaurant in Santa Ynez and 
commented on a variety of is­ 
sues on the international, 
national and local scene. 
Lagomarsino, who was in­ 
vited to speak at the session of 
Santa Ynez business people 
arranged by realto r Tom 
Bohlinger, dwelled at length 
and at times touched on such 
subjects as the pending energy 
bill, the Panama Canal treaty, 
Social Security legislation, 
rent controls, establishment of 
an LN G terminal in Santa Bar­ 
bara County and possible 
sources of funding for a Santa 
Ynez sa n ita ry tre a tm e n t 
system. 
The audience of 44, composed 
for the most part of Santa Ynez 
area residents, including real 
estate people, com m unity 
leaders, 
ranchers, senior 
citizens, 
businessmen 
and 


women and Valley Republican 
party officials, heard Lagomar­ 
sino describe his views on the 
following subjects: 
President C arter’s energy 
bill: Congress he said was in 
recess awaiting action on the 
proposed legislation. Lagomar­ 
sino said he favored the 
Senate's version of the bill over 
that of the House and said the 
House measure would be in­ 
flationary and would provide a 
“ serious” im pact on the 
economy and future energy 
sources. 
Lagomarsino stated the bills 
were “as different as night and 
day” and said a little known 
well head tax of 7 cents a gallon 
“ would be passed onto the 
pump” and would not provide 
for a tax deduction 
Lagomarsino also contended 
that the bill backed by the 
president and the House, 
“ would do little to aid the 
energy crunch.” He claimed, 
too. the administration has 
provided little incentive to 
develop natural gas or oil 


sources 
Panama Canal treaty: 
He 
was especially critical of the 
provisions of the Panama Canal 
Treaty, said it was devised in 
“ close to the vest fashion” and 
expressed the hope that Presi­ 
dent Carter would “ withdraw 
the treaty and take time to do it 
right.” 


Lagomarsino claimed that 
the treaty would result in the 
U.S. losing control of the canal 
as well as American military 
bases in Panama 


Social Security bill: The con­ 
gressman said enactment of the 
legislation 
w ill 
result in 
"drastic payroll taxes.” He 
noted that according to the 
Senate version, an employer 
will pay more than employee’s 


share, yet at the same time the 
employee’s benefits will be 
co m p u ted 
by 
w h a t 
the 
employee contributes 
It was 
his opinion that the measure 
would only solve the liquidity 
problem "for a few years” 
It was his opinion, too, the 
other program s, 
such as 
Medicare, should not be in­ 
cluded in So cial Security 
funding. 
Rent controls: Lagomarsino 
pointed to the ineffectiveness of 
rent controls in New York 
where he said apartments were 
disappearing from the scene 
because of the inability of 
owners to keep up with infla­ 
tion 
Imposition of rent con­ 
trols, he added, would result in 
less rental units being available 
and could conceivably result in 


apartments being transformed 
into condominiums. 


LNG plant: The congressman 
said that in spite of gas from 
Alaska, Mexico and Canada, 
“ there is no doubt wc need an 
LNG plant ” He did not dwell 
on the proposed controversial 
location at Point Conception 


Santa Ynez san itation 
Rem inded of the building 
moratorium in existence in the 
town due to the lack of sanitary 
system facilities. Lagomarsino 
noted the funding of the project 
was under the jurisdiction of 
the State W ater Resources 
Control Board and ample ad­

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Authorities still seek 
plane crash victim's name

She was young and friendly, 
new in town and looked like a 
working girl. 
When her new chance ac­ 
quaintance asked if she’d like to 
go for an airplane ride she 
responded quickly: “What do I 
have to lose?” 
“Only her life,” a grief 
stricken pilot said from a 
hospital bed after the crash of 
his light plane killed the young 
woman and cost him a leg. 
Now, nearly 18 months later, 
Oregon State Police are still 
trying to find the identity of the 
petite young woman. 
AM stereo 
on its 
way in 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - AM 
stereo is coming. 
But you may have to wait a 
year or two before it comes to 
market. 
The Federal Communications 
Commission took the first step 
this past summer toward clear- . 
ing the way when it published a 
notice seeking inform ation 
about the topic 
If approved by the FCC, AM 
stereo channels would broad­ 
cast popular FM stereo pro­ 
grams. 
Behind the move is pressure 
from AM broadcasters who 
want to compete with success­ 
ful FM stations. 
An FCC official said the 
broadcast industry is showing a 
lot of interest. 
The official also said manu­ 
facturers of car radios are in­ 
terested They think AM stereo 
will be less susceptible than FM 
to fading out. 
Another factor: some com­ 
munities that have AM broad­ 
cast outlets don’t have FM sta­ 
tions because there aren ’t 
enough channels to go around 
One expert at the Electronic 
Industries Association said the 
technology has always been 
available, or at least within 
reach, but little demand has ex­ 
isted 
“The time has come,” he 
said "Somebody is interested 
in it You have integrated cir­ 
cuits now which allow you to do 
things without adding cost And 
AM stereo also offers an oppor­ 
tunity for upgrading’ of both 
AM

receiving.” 


Their only clues are con­ 
tained in an 8-by-10-inch manila 
envelope — two rings and three 
keys.

The ill-fated flight had its 
beginning May 14, 1976, in a 
chance meeting in downtown 
Portland. Warren Close, 48, a 
private pilot who kept a light 
plane at the Aurora Airport 
som e 25 m iles south of 
Portland, began talking with 
. the young woman as they 
waited for a light to cross a 
street. 
He was headed for a nearby 
restaurant, Morgan’s Alley, for 
a cup of coffee and the young 


woman joined him. 
She was 5-feet to 5-feet-3 in­ 
ches tall, weighed 100 to 110 
pounds, had brown hair and 
wore a dungaree suit with 
brown leather sandals and 
carried a brown leather purse. 
Close said she was “neat and 
clean” and he thought she 
might have had an office job 
because her nails were short 
but well-manicured. 
She told Close she was 21 
although he thought she might 
have been younger. The autop­ 
sy report said she probably was 
21 to 25 years old but could have 
been as young as 18 or as old as 
30. 
Close remembered she had an 
accent, which could have in­ 
dicated she came from the 
Midwest or Southwest. She told 
him she had been in Portland 
seven days but did not say 
where she cam e from or 
whether she had been in the city 
before. 
The woman told Close her 
first name, which he said was 
something like Shar or Shar- 
Lee, “like two names hooked 
together.” He also said he had 
an impression the name might 
have been made up.

LA JOLLA (UPI) - Experts 
say space mining is feasible by 
the end of this century. 
A 30-member scientific panel 
asked by the National Aeronau­ 
tics and Space Administration 
to study 
“near-Earth resour­ 
c es” talked of fabricating 
satellite solar power stations 
out of material taken from the 
moon and asteroids. 
Dr. James Arnold of the 
University of California, chair­ 
man of the group, said the con­ 
cept is that metals, chemicals 
and gases from the moon and 
asteroids could be readily used 
to build solar power sations in 
high Earth orbit, in addition to 
the space colonies that would be 
needed to support the station 
builders and maintenance peo­ 
ple. 
Scientists already have a 
pretty good idea of the 
materials available from the 
moon. The moon can provide 
aluminum, iron, and titanium, 
and silicious lunar soil would 
yield substances to make 
fiberglass and inorganic ad­ 
hesives. 
But the reseachers are anx­ 
ious for more detailed data to 
com e from an unmanned 
geochemical mapping satellite 
that NASA hopes to be able to 
rocket into a polar orbit around 
the moon within a few years. 
Arnold said the panel was not 
yet ready to say when resources 
from space could be mined. 


“ Much depends on many 
things we do not understand,” 
he said. But it’s generally 
agreed that “a significant level 
of production of useful material 
can occur, say by the year 
2000.” 
It may take as long as 15 
years to develop the facts 
needed. 
Much less is known about the 
Earth-approaching asteroids — 
the first Earth-crossing object 
was discovered in 1932, Arnold 
said, was promptly lost and not 


seen a g a i n until 1973. 
"Therefore we have much to do 
before we will be in a position 
to evaluate the importance of 
these bodies in a program of 
space utilization.” 
Scientists estimate that hun­ 
dreds of asteroids pass through 
or near the orbit of the Earth, 
but only 40 have been found so 
far. 
Some of those asteroids are 
almost solid metallic iron and 
nickel. One good-sized asteroid, 
Arnold said, could represent

about 20 years’ production of 
steel in the United States. 
Scientists think the asteroids 
have a wider variety of useful 
materials than the surface of 
the moon. 
The panel suggested that 
NASA embark on a program of 
near-earth resource evaluation 
Thomas Young, director of 
planetary programs for NASA, 
was present and said “Our 
response is that this (proposal) 
is something that seems direct­ 
ly in line with our mission. We

are extremely interested. It is a 
mission we expect to properly 
support.” 


As first steps in evaluating 
asteroid mining potential, the 
panel recommended larger 
telescopes and more intensive 
study of the asteroids. Space 
missions to recover some 
asteroids for detailed analysis 
should begin in the mid-1980s 
“These missions add a new 
dimension in planning for 
NASA.” the panel said

In my years of watching professional 
basketball. I find myself agreeing with a 
statem ent made by form er Boston Celtic 
great Bill Russell 
When Russell was the color commen­ 
tator for televised NBA games he stated, 
“ Football is a collision sport — basket­ 
ball is the contact sport.” 
In some instances, pro games have 
become roller derby matches — without 
skates. 
Elbows and fists have been thrown 
with reckless abandon 
The Lakers’ 
Kareem Abdul-Jabbar has gone so far as 
to wear plastic glasses to save his eyes 
from errant fingers. 
The violence issue came to a head last 
week when Abdul-Jabbar lashed out at 
NBA officials, stating there was a double 
standard in officiating pro games 
In the season opener a month ago, 
Abdul-Jabbar was involved in an incident 
with Milwaukee's Kent Benson that cost 
him a broken hand and $5,000 
Film shows Benson ram ming his right 
elbow into Abdul-Jabbar’s solar plexis. 
No call was made 
Seconds later, Abdul-Jabbar turned 
and landed a right to Benson’s face caus­ 
ing the 6-11. 250-pound center to fall like 
a redwood 
Abdul-Jabbar was im ­ 
mediately ejected from the game 
Later it was found Abdul-Jabbar broke 
two bones in his hand that would sideline 
him a minimum of six weeks. 
To top it all off. NBA commissioner 
Larry O’Brien fined the 7-2 center five 
grand for the roundhouse right 
At a press conference last week, 
Abdul-Jabbar said he felt Benson should 
have shared the blam e for trading 
punches and that NBA officials have set 
a double standard because of Abdul- 
Jab b ar’s height and talent. 
That statem ent may be extrem e, but 
one only has to rem em ber the years 
Abdul-Jabbar, then Lew Alcindor, was at 
UCLA 
While in school A bdul-Jabbar (or 
Alcindor) terrorized opponents with a 
variety of flying, twisting and reverse 
slam dunks 
The National Collegiate Athletic As­ 
sociation in its infinite wisdom said 
“ a ll” dunking would be disallowed 
because of the possibility of shattering 
glass backboards 
That was the official reason The unof­ 
ficial and m ore obvious move was to cut 
down the effectiveness of one man — 
Abdul-Jabbar. 
Complaints from college coaches were 
growing and I vividly rem em ber the 
straw that broke the cam el’s back 
After Abdul-Jabbar finished a 61-point 
perform ance against Illinois on a Satur­ 
day, the NCAA executive board met on 
Monday and Tuesday the slam dunk was 
outlawed in college and high school 
Three years ago the dunk was rein­ 
stated. 
A double standard for one m an0 It’s a 
definite possibility 
When you're 7-2 and have a corner on 
pro basketball’s MVP award, somebody 
is going to try and find a way to beat you 
one way or another 
It's asham e “playground ball" has 
found its way into the professional 
ranks 
It will only serve to harm the

Rod Carew (who else?) easily 
wins American League MVP 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Rod Carew, the 
Minnesota Twins' first baseman whose 
388 batting average en route to his sixth 
batting title matched the highest in the 
major leagues in 20 years, was named 
the American League’s Most Valuable 
Player Wednesday in the most diver­ 
sified voting in the history of the 
balloting 
The 32-year-old native of Gaton, 
Panama, winner of five batting titles in 
the last six years, won the prestigious 
award by a decisive point margin of 273- 
217 over A1 Cowens of the Kansas City 
Royals. 
Carew received 12 of the first-place 
votes cast by the com m ittee of the 
Baseball W riters Association of America 
but no fewer than 10 other players got at 
least one No 1 vote. Under the point 
system, a first-place vote is worth 14 
points, a second-place nine and so on 
down to one for a lOth-place ballot. 


It was the first MVP Award won by 
Carew. who compiled the highest batting 
average in the m ajor leagues since Ted 
Williams batted 388 for the Boston Red 
Sox in 1957 Carew is the 16th player 
from a non-pennant winning team to win 
the AL award and the third m em ber of 
the Twins honored. 
Cowens, who had a .312-23-112 offen­ 
sive perform ance for the Royals, got 
four first-place votes and others who 
received at least one were Ken Singleton 
of Baltim ore (3), Jim Rice of Boston (1), 
Graig Nettles of New York (2), Sparky 
Lyle of New York (1), Thurman Munson 
of New York (1), Reggie Jackson of New 
York (1). Carlton Fisk of Boston (1). 
Larry Hisle of Minnesota (1) and Carl 
Yastrzem ski of Boston (1). 
Singleton, a 328 hitter for the Orioles, 
was third with 200 points, followed by 
Rice at 163 and Nettles at 112 Lyle. 
M unson, Ja c k so n , 
F isk and B ill 


Campbell of the Red Sox rounded out the 
top 10 
A classic line drive hitter in an era of 
free swingers, Carew made a strong bid 
to become the m ajor leagues' first 400 
hitter since Williams batted .406 in 1941. 
He carried a 411 average into late July 
and then “ slum ped” to the 370s before 
coming on strong in the last few weeks of 
the season 
“ I feel thrilled,” said Carew when he 
learned he had won the aw ard “ I was 
afraid I might not get it in view of the 
Twins’ third-place finish (in the AL 
West) and I know other guys had super 
years I'm just happy I won it I’m very 
happy for myself ” 
The only players who have won more 
batting titles than Carew were Ty Cobb 
(12). Honus Wagner (8) and Stan Musial 
and Rogers Hornsby (7 each). All are in 
the Baseball Hall of Fame

Out of frustration with prospects for 
Lompoc High softball, Dave Benchoff 
Monday handed in his resignation as 
head coach. 
But he changed his mind yesterday and 
rescinded it, with hopes his needs will be 
fulfilled. 
Benchoff said he had three main con­ 
cerns : 
—that his varsity softball team be able 
to practice and play on the high school 
campus. In its three years, the team has 
used the overworked Lompoc Junior 
High fields. 
—that his assistant coach Gale Porr, 
who also conducted a P.E. class a t Lom­ 
poc High, had resigned, leaving him 
short on help. 
—that a rotating schedule system at 
Lompoc Junior High, where he teaches 
m ath, would cut some beginning-season 
weeks in which he could work with the 
players. 
Benchoff said that Lompoc High Prin­ 
cipal Robert Paisola had supported his 
request that his varsity softball team 
play on campus. He told the girls they 
had finally won the desired location. 
But Friday Superintendent Clarence 
Bloom informed Benchoff that no deci­ 
sion had yet been made on locating the 
team s, that the varsity softball team ’s 
use of the campus was not definite. 
Because of this uncertainty, his other 
c o n c e r n s 
a n d 
h i s 
a d m i t t e d 
emotionalism, Benchoff quit. 
“ I’m not even coaching yet, and I’m 
going through hell already,” were his 
thoughts at the time, he said. 
“ If the adm inistration really cares 
about the program , they should m eet our 
needs,” he said “ Maybe my expecta­ 
tions are too high, but I have to fight for 
what I believe is right.” 
Yesterday though, after he m et with 
freshman girls interested in trying out 
for softball, he told Paisola to rip up his 
resignation 
Benchoff said he agreed 
with his wife, who told him, “ No m atter 
how strongly you feel, it isn’t right to let 
the girls down ” 


Benchoff said that after also talking 
with Bloom yesterday, the superinten­ 
dent sounded “ more positive than he had 
previously” about allowing varsity soft­ 
ball play on campus. Bloom said he’ll 
make a decision within two weeks. 
If the team doesn’t get the campus 
location. Benchoff would continue to 
fight for it, he said. 
“There’s only one place for that (soft­ 
ball) field — and th at’s Lompoc High 
School.” 


He said the location would mean easy 
access to lockers and shower facilities, a 
better-maintained and watched field, 
and the girls would have “the sam e op­ 
portunity as the boys to play in front of 
their peer group—which, if it was any 
other location, they would not ” 
Benchoff said that Title IX -federal 
regulations barring sex discrimination in 


schools—calls for such equal treatm ent. 
Bloom explained th at he is con­ 
sidering several alternatives in regards 
to baseball and softball diamonds. He 
said that new fields would be prepared at 
La Canada elem entary, several blocks 
from the high school. 
But it is as yet undecided whether I) 
both the varsity and junior varsity soft­ 
ball team s would play at La Canada or 
2) both junior varsity softball and 
baseball team s would play at La Canada 
with both varsity team s playing on 
campus. 
According to 
Benchoff, 
“ V arsity 
programs should come before junior var­ 
sity programs, although junior varsity 
provides the building blocks for varsity.” 
The coach also feels that his “number 
one” team should receive topnotch tre a t­ 
ment. In its three years, the team has 
lost only one league game. 
Its overall record, including CIF 
games, is 54 wins and four losses. After 
the team ’s first year it played in CIF 
quarterfinals, after the second year it 
went to the finals, and last year made it 
to the semifinals. 
As Benchoff defended his own in­ 
terests, he acknowledged that plans for 
softball could cause inconvenience for 
baseball. 
“ If I was in (Dan) Bodary’s (baseball 
coach) position, I would try to put the 
right words in the right people’s ears to 
get that decision reversed.” 
Contacted today, Bodary expressed 
disagreem ent with Benchoff’s request. 
"I think it’ll hurt my program and hurt 
his program too,” he said, to separate 
the varsity from the junior varsity team s 
in both baseball and softball. 
His junior and varsity team s “work 
together, scrim m age together, share 
mutual equipm ent,” he said, “To walk 
four blocks away, th at’s going to make it 
difficult.” 
"I think it would be inconvenient for 
anybody to have to go over there.” 
Bodary also said that the baseball dia­ 
mond is already on campus. If the school 
went Benchoff’s way, he said, that dia­ 
mond would have to be converted for 
softball, along with the new softball and 
baseball diamond that would have to be 
built at La Canada 
If they kept the varsity and junior 
team s together, he said, the district 
would only have to prepare two softball 
diamonds at La Canada. 


Bodary added, though, “ No m atter 
w hat happens, whatever the school dis­ 
trict says. I’m going to go along with it. 
Our baseball program is going to survive 
regardless.” 


In 1975 Bodary also submitted his 
resignation as coach because, along with 
a variety of other concerns, he felt the 
p ro g ram , new ly expanded w ith a 
freshman team , needed an additional 
coach. Thanks to Paisola, he said, a new 
coach was found and paid for out of non­ 
school district.

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Chinatown ghetto spawns gang murders 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The nation’s largest Chinatown 
is a crowded, 17-block, glitter­ 
ing ghetto. 
Behind the glossy facade of 
restaurants and tourists shops 
are crowded tenements where 
rats can be seen going through 
the garbage during early morn­ 
ing hours, where whole families 
live in a single room and where 
many face only crushed hopes 
for a better way of life. 
Many are newcomers who do 
not speak English. Some have 
to practically abandon their 
children to work 14-hour day 
shifts at low pay in restaurants, 
laundries and sweatshops. 
It is these unresolved social 
factors, along with a plague of 
economic problems, which 
have spawned the so-called 
youth gangs. Police say one of 
these gangs was responsible for 
the recent Golden Dragon 
restaurant massacre in which 
five innocent bystanders were 
killed and a half dozen others 
wounded. 


“ The gang is like a family, a 
substitute for kids who really 
don’t have a home life,” said 
Dennis Flanders, who has been 
working to help street youths 
since gang warfare first erupt­ 
ed in Chinatown nine years ago. 
Flanders, who works with 
Chinese Youth Alternative, said 
most of the gang members are 
youths who want company for 
social and recreational needs 
because they do not have the 
traditional family ties. 
“ They eat together, go to 
movies together, bowl together 
and go to dances together. 
Sooner or later, some of them 
get involved in illegal ac­ 
tivities. Then they are called 
gangs.” 
These gangs are now believed 
responsible for a sharp increase 
in violence unmatched since the 
tong wars of the 1920s. It in­ 
cludes at least 45 murders in 
the last nine years. 
The Golden Dragon shooting 
Sept. 4 was different from the 
other killings. Instead of rival 


gangs shooting each other, the 
masked gunmen fired indis­ 
criminately. All the victims 
were innocent bystanders, se­ 
veral of them tourists. 
In the wake of publicity, 
tourism plunged 50 percent and 
the city o ffe re d an un­ 
precedented $100,000 reward for 
the killers. Police said they 
narrowed the suspects down to 
several members of the "Jo e 
Boys” gang. There have been 
no arrests. 
The first and still most 
powerful Chinatown gang is the 
Wah Ching, whose leader and 
several others were eating in 
the restaurant when the early 
morning shootings took place. 
The Wah Ching was formed to 
help immigrant youths over­ 
come cultural and language 
p ro b le m s. 
H o w ev er, 
it 
splintered into factions in 1968. 
By 1972 there had been 10 gang- 
related murders. The youngest 
victim was 14. 
“ About 90 percent of the 
gang kids are foreign-born, or 


children of immigrants,” said 
Flanders. “ Most are from Hong 
Kong, where underworld activi­ 
ty was part of their experien­ 
ce.” 
He said most of the youths 
are seeking power and prestige 
within gangs because there are 
no adequate programs to help 
them find it elsewhere. A job 
training program would help 
alleviate this frustration, he 
said. 
“ My job is to keep them from 
killing each other,” Flanders 
said. He does this by trying to 
keep them in school and out of 
jail. "If they drop out, they 
don’t have any alternatives.” 


After immigration laws were 
relaxed in 1965, tens of thou­ 
sands of persons came to the 
United States from Taiwan and 
Hong Kong A large percentage 
settled in San Fran cisco’s 
Chinatown. 
The influx ex acerb ated 
Chinatown’s existing problems 
of inadequate housing, poor 


health conditions, unemploy­ 
ment and underemployment, 
and cultural differences 
A high percentage of elderly 
live in the area and many speak 
only their native dialect of 
Chinese — causing communi­ 
cations gaps between the 
American-born youth and the 
older generation. 
Police, too, find communica­ 
tions collapse when it comes to 
dealing with the 40,000 resi­ 
dents of the area. Dozens of 
gang-related shootings have 
taken place, many in broad 
daylight, but there are rarely 
any w itnesses that come 
forward. 
Gang members themselves 
often turn their rivals in and 
even go so far as to testify in 
court, but most of the cases are 
thrown out because of the jury’s 
reluctance to believe the 
witnesses 
One recent case involved the 
shooting of three “ Joe Boy’’ 
gang members, one of whom 
died. A Wah Ching member who 


was helping to protect a gambl- 
ing e s ta b lish m e n t w as 
arrested. A trial resulted but 
ended in a hung jury because all 
the testimony was by gang 
members. 
Since the shootings, a gang 
task force of police has been as­ 
signed to handle the Chinatown 
crime problems. 
Presently, there are only 
eight Chinese-speaking police­ 
men on the entire force, 
although a plan has been 
devised to hire five bilingual 
civilian employes to work out of 
the Chinatown station. 
Following the Golden Dragon 
massacre publicity, the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce threw a 
festival to show that it was not 
dangerous to walk the streets. 
It was a success but failed to in­ 
crease the tourism. 
One merchant said it might 
take another year before the 
full economic effects of the 
shootings will be known. 
J K Choy, president of the 
Greater Chinatown Community 


Service Association, suggested 
that armed police auxiliaries be 
put on the streets as a visible 
deterrent to crime. 
“ All they’d have to know how 
to do is shoot and shoot straight 
to hit the target,” the Hawaii- 
born Choy said. "If you had 100 
auxiliary police with guns — 50 
in the morning and 50 in the 
evening — my God, there would 
be no gambling and even the 
rats would give up the streets.” 


The reluctance of Chinatown 
residents to report serious 
crimes goes beyond what has 
been term ed a “ code of 
silence.” There are often 
language difficulties, particu­ 
larly in dealing with legalities 
and the courts. 
In one recent case, according 
to a Chinatown social worker, 
an elderly man was assaulted 
and robbed. He identified the 
youth, who was arrested . 
Friends of the jailed youth paid 
the man’s hospital bills, gave 
him back what he lost and said, 


“ We don’t want our friend in 
jail. It’s no good for him there.” 
He dropped the charges the 
next day. 


Another incident involved 
gang leader Kin Chuen Louie, 
20, who had two attempts made 
on his life. He told a Chinatown 
youth worker, “ I don’t want no 
trouble.” He was later slain by 
a barrage of bullets while driv­ 
ing along a street. 


Traditionally, Chinatown, iso­ 
lated from the Am erican 
mainstream, solved its own 
problems There were the fami­ 
ly associations and tongs, 
whose decisions were obeyed 
With the crumbling of the ar­ 
tificial wall around Chinatown, 
the values crumbled. 


Youths today mock the once 
powerful Chinese Six Com­ 
panies. where elders admit they 
have little control over the 
current situation They insist 
that it is for the police to deal 
with.

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Wheat farmers may harvest 
but not sell their crops 


SPRINGFIELD, Colo. (UPI) 
— It is sundown on the winter- 
brown Great Plains. Hie cold 
wind whips across cubes of 
alfalfa, scattered like dice in a 
field beyond the barbed wire. A 
loose board claps idly on a 
whirring windmill. 
A Santa Fe freight, toylike on 
the huge prairie, races for the 
Oklahoma border, the rocking 
boxcars snapping past cor­ 
ridors of red tasseled milo, 
shattered stalks of harvested 
com, fields leafy with young 
wheat. Its whistle rolls for 
miles across the flat farmland. 
A mile or so beyond, John 
Stolp’s winter wheat is up. The 
thin, green leaves, bittersweet 
to taste, are guarded against 
the wind by inch-high furrows 
that curl up a hill to his barn. 
Come spring, the wheat will be 
belt high and golden. 
Stolp, 28, intends to harvest 
the wheat but he may not sell it 
unless the price he gets pays 
the costs of planting the crop. 
He and thousands of farmers 
like him throughout America 
say they’re going on strike 
“ We want to do ju st as 
General Motors when General 
Motors makes too many au­ 
t o m o b ile s ,” s a y s S to lp . 
standing in the furrows, hands 
jammed in the front pockets of 
his dusty blue jeans “ They shut 
the plants.” 
“ We're not going to shoot the 
. pigs or butcher the cows,” he 
said. “ We’re just not going to 
* produce any m ore.” 
Down the road in what was a 
• crop duster’s office and now is 
strike headquarters, Darral 
Schroeder drinks a cup of cof­ 
fee. Schroeder is short and 
when he laughs his face turns 
• bright red. He’s so heavy, the 
tan suspenders cannot make it 
; over his stomach and slideslip 
* across his pockets before clipp- 
! ing to the edge of his trousers 
; His son, Gene, lost $50,000 this 
year. 
“ The only way he went to the 
fields this year is I signed the 
notes,” said Schroeder, 50. his 
thick fingers squeezing the 
styrofoam coffee cup “ Infla­ 
tion is taking everything with it 
as it goes We re going to sell at 
a profit or we won’t sell.” 


The farm ers, who speak in 
soft drawls of the prairie, call it 
a strike but it will not really be 
one They will just keep the 
food they grow rather than sell 
it They hope to cut supplies, in 
time, and force up prices. Then 
they’ll sell. 
The farm ers are after 100 
percent parity, a shifting figure 
whose definition varies with the 
grower Basically, full parity 
would guarantee farm ers, at 
the very least, market prices 
that pay the costs of growing a 
crop. They’re now producing at 
a guaranteed loss. 
The strike is set to start Dec. 
14 by a group called American 
Agriculture, an organization of 
farmers claiming support from 
the field s of W ashington, 
through the cowboy states of 
the West, across the Mississip­ 
pi, north to the Great Lakes and 
e a s t 
to 
M a r y la n d 
an d 
Delaware. 
Agriculture 
Secretary 
Bob 
Bergland doesn’t think the 


strike will work because of 
reluctance of some growers and 
the surplus — SO million tons of 
both wheat and feed grains — 
on hand in the thousands of 
grain elevators that rise high 
above the Great Plains. The na­ 
tion can tap the surplus if sup­ 
plies from farms dry up, he 
says. 
Tell that to Gene Hammond 
who farm s 4,000 acres outside 
Boise City, Okla., or G reg 
Schuller, who grows on 7,000 
acres near Springfield. Ham­ 
mond has piled 25,000 bushels of 
wheat beside his corrugated 
metal storage bins rather than 
sell Schuller has 14,000 bushels 
locked in a quonset hut by the 
Santa Fe tracks. Hammond 
says each bushel of wheat 
represents 67 loaves of bread. 
Here is what they say: The 
per-bushel price for wheat Sept. 
15 was $2.17, 43 percent of a full 
parity price of $5.02. Farm ers 
say that means they lost $2.85 
for each 60-pound bushel TYiey 
lost $1.86 on each bushel of corn 
that month, and $2.26 on every 
100-pound sack of potatoes. 
Will a strike work? Well, it 
could. Farmtown bankers say 
they might lend growers money 
to live on during the strike if the 
farm ers have any collateral left 
in machinery, land or crops. 
But many do not. They’ve 
already borrowed to the limit 
and may have to produce to 
meet bank notes or sell out. 
T h ere’s the pinch. Many 
farm ers, farm leaders and 
businessmen in Kansas, Iowa 
and Nebraska aren’t betting on 
the strike. They say growers, 
like it or not. will have to plant, 
harvest and sell to meet their 
notes at the bank. 
The women are cutting cake 
and m aking coffee in the 
whitewashed crop duster’s of- 
f ic e u se d a s A m e r ic a n 
Agriculture’s 
headquarters, 
down the street from the Boca 
County courthouse. D arral 
Schroeder talks about the 
broomcom crops of the 1940s. A 
farmwife in the back comer 
uses one finger to type a news 
release 


Schroeder’s son, Gene, says a 
John Deere implement dealer 
in Walsh, Colo., the Kansas 
border, fired five w orkers 
because sales are down. Stolp 
claims a deep-green 44-30 John 
Deere tractor that cost $16,000 
five years ago now costs at 
least $28,000. 
The farm ers’ companionship 
to the land is in their speech 
The price of a combine with two 
cutting tools, for instance, isn’t 
$50,000. It is 25,000 bushels of 
wheat sold for $2 per bushel. 
The folks in Boise City, they 
say, will get busy with the 
strike once the milo is in but 
harvest com es first. 
All six telephones in the 
strike headquarters are being 
used. Gene Schroeder talks to a 
farmer from Oklahoma. Strike, 
he says. It’s the only weapon 
left. Schuller is lining up a 
farm ers’ rally at Am arillo, 
Texas. 
Schuller, 29. is a graduate 
physicist of the University of 
Illinois who came back to the 
land outside this town of 4,000 
persons in southeast Colorado 
where his father farmed. He 
wears pointy-toe cowboy boots 
now, a baseball cap and has a 
habit of pushing his slipping 
glasses back up his nose with 
his left hand. 
Schuller's wheat is piled like 
a hill in the quonset hut west of 
the Gano grain elevator in 
Springfield and there is a sound 
of disillusionment in his voice 
when he 
d e s c r ib e s 
how 
America has grown away from 
the land. The nation was rural 
first and urban later. Strikes, 
he implies, are city weapons. 
“ The land was a source of 
life,” said Schuller, sitting with 
his feet buried in the wheat. “ It 
came to fruition The grandfa­ 
thers are growing up in the 
cities now."

Lay hypnotist 
ban examined 
PITTSBURGH (UPI) — Lay hypnotists across the nation 
offer simplistic mind-over-matter solutions to pain, nerves 
and obesity all too attractive to the desperate and unin­ 
formed. 
Ralph Grossi, a nationally known Pittsburgh hypnotist 
whose methods have stirred controversy, promises to help 
people lose weight, stop smoking and eliminate bad habits in 
four short visits. He also says he helps some regress to a 
previous life. 
“ I’ve hypnotized 100,000,” Grossi boasts. “ Ninety percent 
lose over 10 pounds the first week.” 
Hypnosis, he explains, reinforces a conscious desire with 
the subconscious. His subjects testify the method works. 
Professional psychologists say the bad habit may be elimina­ 
ted, but the attitudes that led to it remain. 
Grossi learned hypnosis from a World War II army buddy, 
and has since added a “ doctor of psychology” degree 
through a correspondence course from Neotarian College of 
Kansas City, Mo., a non-accredited institution. 
Despite a lack of medical training, Grossi has built a 
lucrative practice in hynosis clinics in Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and West Virginia. He charges $59 for four visits — non- 
refundable and payable at the first visit. The charge to be 
“ age-regressed" to a previous life is $75 
The national and local societies of clinical hypnotists — 
health professionals with an M.D., D.D.S., or Ph.D. in psy­ 
chology — assail Grossi for his non-medical background and 
his grandiose promises. 
“ He’s a con man out for a buck,” said Dr Russell Scott, 
president of the Western Pennsylvania Society of Clinical 
Hypnosis. “ The man is a charlatan preying upon people who 
can least afford to be victimized. 


Good communication key 
to stopping schizophrenia 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Scientists know inheritance has 
a role in the development of 
schizophrenia but two special­ 
ists say good fam ily com ­ 
municative 
techniques may 
help protect children from the 
nation’s most serious mental il­ 
lness. 
D rs 
Lym an Wynne and 
Margaret Singer of the Univer­ 
sity of Rochester, who have 
been studying the family con­ 
nection with schizophrenia for 
20 years, say it takes more than 
g e n e s 
to 
p r o d u c e 
a 
schizophrenic. 
“ It’s our conviction that even 
with a major genetic predispo­ 
sition, the opportunities for 
prevention are very favorable,” 
Wynne said at a news con­ 
ference at an annual meeting of 
the Mental Health Association 
They received an association 
award for their work. 
Schizophenia generally refers 
to situations in which someone 
withdraws from the real world 
into a fantasy world of his own. 
Wynne said people with the il­ 
lness "in an extreme way are 


pulled off track from following 
a focus of attention. 
“ Schizophrenia is a very 
frightening disorder,” he said. 
“ It’s filled with mystery. It’s 
craziness personified. It’s the 
core of madness.” 
But he said if one considers 
that only one out of 10 children 
of a schizophrenic parent will 
develop the illness, “ then we 
must look for protective fac­ 
tors.” 
The two researchers believe 
one such factor may be family 
communications 
They said they have found 
that many young adult schi­ 
zophrenics come from families 
in which parents have done an 
inadequate job of preparing 
children to communicate with 
their peers. 
By the time those youngsters 
reach the age of 10 or so. Dr 
Singer said their schoolmates 
and playm ates are noticing 
something about how they talk 
and interact with others that 
makes the youngsters appear 
socially incompetent. 
"A s we communicate with 


our fello w m an , we get 
responses back from the way 
we talk,” she said “ If I talk un- 
clearly , it m akes you dis­ 
tressed inside and you’ll treat 
me in a more distressing way 
than if I speak in a way that you 
can follow " 


By communications prob­ 
lems, Dr. Singer did not mean 
the difficulties parents might 
have talking about money mat­ 
ters, or relatives, or sports. 
D r. Sin ger said parents 
“ whose kids turn out pretty 
well over the years have what 
we call high ‘visualizeability' in 
their conversations. 
Their 
words help to bring up very 
followable pictures in their 
kids’ heads “

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Air Force training 
for guerrilla warfare 
Canadian civil war brewing? 


M O N T R E A L 
~ (N E A )~ 
The Canadian m ilitary has 
reportedly purchased 350 a r­ 
mored vehicles and ordered 
350 more. A t the same tim e 
the services are known to be 
increasing supplies of gas 
masks, 
body 
arm or 
and 
handcuffs. 
O fficials 
say 
these are "routine m atters"; 
others, however, are not so 
sure. 
The suspicion here is that 
the armed forces of Canada 
are quietly being equipped 
for a civil w ar. It ’s noted 
that the new troop furnish­ 
ings are proper item s for 
defense against the kind of 
urban guerrilla w arfare that 
many fear could accom pany 
a serious secession m ove in 
the province of Quebec. 


It may w ell be that the 
official pronouncement in 
this case is correct, that the 
new m ilitary equipment is 
routine. But jittery Canadi­ 
ans rem ain suspicious just 
the same. Increasingly, both 
French 
and 
English 
are 
thinking 
the 
unthinkable: 
the Dominion m ay be on the 
verge of an internal w ar for 
survival. 


Not surprisingly, the fed­ 
eral government refuses to 
admit it. 
Prim e M inister 
Pierre Trudeau is on record 
as flatly opposing any m ili­ 
tary intervention in Quebec. 
A spokesman for the PM 
says Trudeau 'never even 
discusses the possibility, be­ 
cause the possibility doesn’t 
exist; he’d never allow it." 


likew ise, the word from 
the opposition 
is equally 
peaceful. If the Quebecois 
vote yes in a forthcoming 
plebiscite regarding separa­ 
tion, Quebec Prem ier Rene 
l,evesque believes English 
Canada would "have to let us 
go." If it didn’t, Levesque 
says he’d fight the issue at 
the U.N . rather than in the 
streets." 
For all the form al talk of 
pacifism , though, doubt is 
grdwing. As Saskatchewan 
Prem ier Allan Blakeney has 
told one audience, few na­ 
tions in history have allowed 
themselves to split apart in 
am ity. Blakeney says Cana­ 
dians 
should 
not 
expect 
themselves to be any differ­ 
ent if "it comes our tim e." 
Actually, as Blakeney and 
history rem ind, Canada can 
be as protective of its union 
as 
any 
nation, 
and 
as 
supremely hard on those 
who would disrupt it. The 
case of Luis R iel is an 
example. R iel was perhaps 
Canada’s 
first 
rebellious 
Francophone, and he paid 
for his disloyalty with his 
life. 
R iel was the leader of a 
band of French speaking 
pioneers at the tim e of Cana­ 
da’s birth. They lived in 
what was then the Red R ive r 
Colony, what is now M anito­ 
ba. Riel believed his discon­ 
tented followers should have 
special rights in confedera­ 
tion, and so set up a provi­ 
sional government of his 
own in the colony. 


K ie l’s rebellion was in two 
G 
rts, both short-lived. Fo l­ 
ding the first uprising, he 
was treated lightly and al­ 
lowed to settle legally in 
Manitoba. Then, in 1884, he 


led his second rebellion, and 
Canadians had had enough. 
Riel was captured by the 
Mounties, tried for treason, 
and executed. 
Even today, a century af­ 
ter Luis R iel, few Canadians 
doubt the governm ent is pre­ 
pared to m aintain the public 
good. In 1970, when a group 
of Quebec separatists kid­ 
napped two provincial offi­ 
cials, parliam ent imposed a 
W ar 
M easures 
Act 
and 
dispatched 
hundreds 
of 
troops to take control of 
Montreal. 
Hence the gloom here as 
both sides of the separation 
issue aw ait the future. Peter 
W ard, a respected Ottawa 
newsman, says he believes 
violence of some kind "is 
inevitable.” 
He 
says 
the 
English w ill precipitate it if 
Quebec votes to break aw ay, 
and French m ilitants w ill if 
that vote is negative. 
As for Trudeau acting to 
preserve the peace, W ard 
says 
that 
if 
separation 
comes the prim e m inister 
w ill likely not be acting in 
any 
capacity. 
Trudeau’s 
parliam entary strength is 
largly French speaking, and 
m ay go the way Quebec 
goes; 
Trudeau, therefore, 
would be ushered out of 
office. 


And if Trudeau were to 
fall, observers here believe 
the 
em ergency 
election 
would likely be waged on the 
issue of confederation sur­ 
vival. Quebec is one-fourth 
of Canada (29 percent of its 
people, 24 percent of its 
G N P ); few serious politi­ 
cians would run on a philoso­ 
phy that allowed it to slip 
away. 
Already there is toughen­ 
ing 
talk 
about 
"Keeping 
Quebec." The Inuits in the 
provincial north say they 
w ill fight alone, if necessary, 
if Quebec secedes. Other 
groups of unionists, some of 
them vigilante in nature, are 
forming in the nation. M any 
Francophones, too, say they 
w ill fight rather than sepa­ 
rate. 
Donald Creighton, English 
Canada’s preem inent histo­ 
rian, says the tim e has come 
for Canada to stop w orrying 
about 
Quebec 
and 
start 
threatening it. He says the 
French are political black­ 
m ailers. He says they must 
be dealt with boldly; for 
starters, he says, the St. 
Lawrence Seaw ay should be 
seized. 
M ean w hile, 
the 
F irs t 
Canadian A ir Force is train­ 
ing for guerrilla w arfare on 
the Ontario-Quebec border. 
And the generals of Canada 
are reported to be searching 
for ways to guarantee the 
future loyalty of troops in I^a 
Belle Province. The belief 
grows: if Quebec does go, it 
won’t be with im punity. 


Eyes may allow 
a look inside 


D ET R O IT (U P I) - Your 
eyes reveal all sorts of things 
about you. Knowing how to read 
eyes, says Frank Augusta, can 
be invaluable in social settings 
and the business world. 
“ In relaxed conversation, 
sooner or later your eyes w ill 
give you away,’’ said Augusta 
in an Eye Language Dynamics 
lecture series in the Detroit 
area. 
“ Eyes are the key to the in­ 
ner mind. 
"Ju st think of how it would 
help you, man or woman, walk­ 
ing into a room and wondering 
who’s available. 
“ Sure you can tell something 
by the way the people sit. You 
know, body language signals. 
But the best thing to do is look 
into their eyes and find their 
comfort zone." 
Augusta and psychologist Les 
Zalewski, who developed the 
series, are businessmen. 


Z a le w sk i develo p ed his 
theory on eye language, the 
basic positions and what they 
mean, by observing couples 
who came to him for m arital 
and individual counseling, and 
by a yearlong study of research 
on subconscious reactions and 
facial positions. 
Augusta is a sales consultant 
and personal 
friend 
Both 
believe more can be learned 
from a person's eyes than from 
conversation. 
“ For example, as a person 
looks to his upper right, he is 
mentally visualizing pictures,’’ 
Augusta said 
“ On the other 
hand, lower left relates emo­ 
tional feelings.’’ 
The first four lectures at 
Detroit area colleges were 
prim arily for salesmen, m ar­ 
riage counselors and psychia­ 
trists Now. Augusta said, they 
are ready to let the public in on 
it.

Special cautions 
for holiday plants

An expert in environmental 
h o rticu ltu re 
says 
holiday 
season floral decorations can be 
given longer lives with just a 
little care and some innovative 
ideas. 
George Staby, a visiting 
professor at the University of 
California at Davis, said cut 
flowers can last longer with 
preservatives. 
T rad itio nal 
C h ristm as plants such as 
poinsettias may even last until 
Easter. 
The first step in preserving 
cut flowers is use of water with 
low m ineral content and a 
preservative, Staby said in a 
telephone interview. He said 
rainwater or purified water 
such as that used in steam irons 
or dehumidifiers is best 
Commercial 
preservatives 
containing a sugar plant food 
and a germicide to kill bacteria 
also are needed to extend the 
life of cut flowers, he said 
“ But even 7-Up or Sprite mix­ 
ed equally with water w ill do if 
you want to make your own,” 
he added. 
Folklore to the contrary, 
aspirin or copper pennies will 
not help. 
Stems should be recut whe­ 
never possible and put back into 
the arrangement and leaves 
should be removed below the 
water line. 
Staby said low temperatures 
are best, but flowers should not 
be placed in refrig erato rs 
where fruit is stored. Gases 
from the food quickly w ilt 
plants. 


Flowers formed into decora­ 
tions and placed in florists’ 
foam should not be lifted out 
because an air pocket can form 
at the end of the stem and cause 
it to w ilt. The water level 
should be kept “ well above” the 
level of the foam, Staby said 
Poinsettias, a popular Christ­ 
mas plant, have been improved 
since the 1950s and 1960s. Staby 
emphasized that research has 
shown poinsettias are not toxic, 
a common belief over the 
years. “ That was just hearsay 
evidence,” but he said eating 
the leaves is not a good idea. 
He said poinsettias require 
indirect sunlight, a drainage 
hole container and watering 
only when necessary, but “ very 
thoroughly.”

Thanks, Stan Hatch 


Water and its availability 
has been an issue of some im­ 
portance for Santa Barbara 
County residents for longer 
than the present drought has 
made it a statewide issue, and 
one man has been involved up 
to his ears most of that time. 


Stan Hatch, attorney for the 
Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District, has 
been actively involved with 
water and its existence in the 
Santa Ynez River for years, 
and is perhaps one of the 
forem ost legal m inds in 
California in matters to do 
with water. He is charged with 
the protection of the resources 
of the Santa Ynez River and of 
the interests of the com ­ 
munities whose very existence 
depend on that river’s flow. 
And he has been up against it 
lately in the pursuit of the ac­ 
complishment of that job. 


For the last two weeks or so, 
Hatch has been involved in a 
running battle with Third 


D istr ic t Supervisor B ill 
Wallace over the issue of 
water availability to the resi­ 
dents of the Fourth District 
which is coincidentally also 
the district within which 
Hatch and the SYRWCD 
operate. 
On the basis of a much con­ 
tested report by a consulting 
firm called CDM Wallace is 
suggesting there is plenty of 
water in Cachuma and Santa 
Ynez River for the use of the 
entire county, and specifically 
his Goleta Valley constituents. 
Hatch, on the other hand, 
doesn’t believe the figures 
CDM has published, and has 
suggested there are legal 
means by which he could stop 
any further incursion on the 
rights of the SYRWCD and its 
resources. 
W allace wants Hatch 
relieved of his duties on a 
special committee studying 
conjunctive use of Santa Ynez 
River water, apparently 
because Hatch had the 


audacity to threaten legal ac­ 
tion to protect you and all the 
other residents of the conser­ 
vation district. 


Riparian rights and years of 
inadequate control of water 
resources in the county are 
really at the crux of this issue, 
and we’re frankly quite happy 
with the job we are getting 
from Stan Hatch. 


Last week, the Board of 
Supervisors wearing its 
County Water Agency hat 
voted to file the letter from 
Wallace asking for Hatch’s 
dismissal. We’re glad the 
majority of the supervisors 
understood the magnitude of 
the issues involved in this 
case. We’re glad the SYRWCD 
gave Hatch the absolute vote 
of confidence it did. And we’re 
comforted to know Stan Hatch 
will continue to watch those 
who may not be as interested 
in the quality and quantity of 
water in Lompoc, Santa Ynez 
and Buellton as are we.

Shippingport, Pa.: Update 


WASHINGTON - In the continuing 
saga of the CAPCO power works versus 
Shippingport, Pa., the great electrical 
combine has just dem onstrated its 
awesome power.

At a 
clandestine meeting, the townspeople 
presented their complaints They told 
him of the deadly white dust that 
sometimes covered their roofs and filled 
their cisterns They charged that their 
w ater wells and backyard gardens had 
occasionally been contaminated They 
showed him chunks of calcium sulfate 
that had fallen on their property He 
brought one plate-sized chunk of pollu­ 
tion back as a souvenir 
Not all the populace, of course, was 
vocal. Those who benefit from the 
CAPCO payroll remained silent But a 
secret tryst was arranged for Rosenberg 
to talk with one CAPCO employee who

plant The nervous CAPCO man chain­ 
smoked with trembling hands as he con­ 
firmed reports that a 25,000-gallon tank 
of drinking w ater had been contaminated 
with radioactivity at his plant. 
Rosenberg also spoke to Dr. Yeun C. 
Wu, an environmental consultant, who 
has tested the fallout particles from the 
tw in, c o a l-fire d B ru ce M ansfield 
electrical generating plants at Ship­ 
pingport. He found a variety of deadly 
particles, both powder and crystal, 
which clearly had come from the coal- 
fired plants 
As recently as last week. Dr Wu’s 
findings were reconfirmed after tests of 
12 w ater wells around town showed high 
c o n c e n tra tio n s of c a d m iu m and 
chrom ium —the fo rm er a cause of 
hypertension and heart disease, the lat­ 
ter a potent carcinogen. The Penn­ 
sylvania Departm ent of Environmental 
Resources is now testing 24 wells around 
the borough 
Rosenberg was also given a quick 
radiological physics course by Dr 
Ernest J Sternglass, University of P itt­ 
sburgh professor, who has analyzed 
radiation in the Shippingport area He 
found levels far higher than the company 
had reported in public releases, with an 
accompanying rise in the number of 
cancer and infant m ortality cases in the 
valley 
Four years ago, Pennsylvania Gov 
Milton Shapp appointed a blue ribbon 
pannel of scientists to investigate 
Stem glass’s charges. The scientists con­ 
cluded that “ it was impossible to rule out 
the fact that there may have been a 
relationship between environm ental 
rad iatio n exposure from the Ship­ 
pingport operation and an increased 
death rate in the population." 
The governor’s commission released 
their report in 1974, noting that they still 
could not account for the fact that the 
diets of Pittsburgh residents 30 miles 
away contained abnormally high levels

of radiation. 
We examined Duquesne Light's radia­ 
tion monitoring reports on several dairy 
farm s in the Shippingport vacinity. At 
one farm in 1975, Strontium 90 radiation 
was found in the milk at levels much 
higher than federal lim its allow In 1976, 
the company stopped monitoring at that 
dairy farm 
The world’s first comm ercial nuclear 
pressurized w ater reactor went into 
operation at Shippingport 20 years ago 
Last month, that reactor was replaced 
by the world's first comm ercial thorium 
light w ater breeder reactor, jointly 
owned by the D epartm ent of Energy and 
Duquesne Light Company. 
Upriver a few hundred yards is the 850- 
megawatt nuclear pressurized water 
reactor, Beaver Valley I 
Duquesne 
Light has been operating it for a year 
now 
If all goes as planned, Beaver 
Valley II. a m irror image of Beaver 
Valley I, will be operating by 1982 
Upriver another few hundred yards are 
the coal-fired electrical generating 
plants nam ed for Bruce M ansfield 
Together they burn 16,000 tons of coal a 
day 
The combination of the health 
hazards of the coal and nuclear plants 
together are known to be much more 
serious than either one alone. 
Rosenberg examined the records of 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
Over a 16-month period, he found 16 
“ events’’—a euphemism for accidents— 
at Beaver Valley I During the month of 
July, 1977, alone, the reactor there was 
forced to shut down nine times when 
things went wrong 
Finally, our as­ 
sociate had repeated discussions with 
CAPCO spokesmen to get their com­ 
ments 
Yet. in some Pennsylvania papers, our 
Shippingport column was suppressed 
Duquesne Light issued a press release 
denying and belittling our report. The 
pow er com pany d ecla red that our 
column was “ inaccurate and irresponsi­ 
ble rep o rtin g .” The p ress release 
charged that Rosenberg had declined to 
take a tour of the coal-fired facilities at 
Shippingport 
Rosenberg did not ask to see the coal- 
fired plants 
He requested a tour of 
Beaver Valley I nuclear plant Perm is­ 
sion was denied, presumably to prevent 
him from getting an accurate view of the 
conditions 
The press release denied that “deadly 
vapors” em anated from the facilities, 
claiming the emissions were “no more 
sinister’’ than the w ater vapor “ which 
comes from a tea kettle " On the con­ 
trary. there is chilling evidence that 
radiation and other poisons seep out of 
nuclear plants in the form of gasses and 
particulates 
In fact, according to Duquesne Light’s 
own reports analyzing safety features at 
the plant, a vent at the top of the cooling 
tower is used expressly for the discharge 
of rad io activ e gases into the a t­ 
mosphere 
Duquesne Light also denied that Ship­ 
pingport was a “dying town," and quoted 
a Beaver Valley newspaper statem ent 
that the community was “ rich.” In fact, 
here is what the Beaver County Times 
reported on Sept 27, 1977 
“ What was once a tiny quiet riverside 
com m unity has been turned into a 
pollution-plagued trouble spot 
Ship­ 
pingport is a dying borough, and it’s 
spending money with the abandon of a 
miser who suddenly realizes he is going 
to die, and he can’t take it with him " 
Footnote The power company's press 
release contained several other mis­ 
statem ents and distoritons which there 
is not space here to cover 


I am reminded by the daily papers and 
the continuous story in the Record about 
the bickering of the Supervisors and 
various Commissions with the State, that 
I made a promise which I have not kept. 
The bickering concerns who has the 
power of decision over the siting and 
regulation on the prospective LNG 
(liquefied natural gas) port east of Pt. 
Conception. My promise is not concerned 
particularly with the port but with the 
general question of energy for Califor­ 
nia. 


At the end of a speech given by Mr. 
Joseph Rensch, president of the Pacific 
Lighting Corporation, he said that it was 
im perative that the general public be 
awakened to understand the real issues 
of the energy problem and the best way 
to achieve that was through the news 
media. Afterwards I introduced myself 
and asked for a copy of his rem arks, say­ 
ing I wrote a column that a lot of people 
read and I would try to do my best to in­ 
form my readers It is tim e now, in light 
of the LNG port, the national energy 
program and the political clim ate in both 
our state and the nation, to keep the 
promise 


An im portant thing that the public 
must understand is that energy utilities 
have had to change from the business of 
energy to the politics of energy. By this I 
mean that at one time the utilites were 
businesses run on the basis of sound 
technical practices, good service and ef­ 
ficient operation. Approvals for new 
energy supply projects cam e from 
Federal and State regulatory agencies, 
based on objective analyses of factors 
such as m a rk e t n eed , eco n o m ic 
feasibility, pricing and other technical 
considerations. Hearings were held and 
decisions were based on an orderly 


review of the record. Today energy 
policy decisions are no longer made 
strictly on the basis of a straight factual 
record. More often than not, they are 
made in a highly charged political a t­ 
mosphere heavily influenced by political 
cross currents at the highest levels, by 
strong voices from opposition en ­ 
v iro n m e n ta lists , 
th o se 
who 
call 
themselves consumer advocates and the 
zero growth set. 


It must be recognized, also, there are 
legitim ate environmentalists with which 
the policies of the energy interests are 
compatible. But it is with the hard core 
group which opposes almost all forms of 
energy development that the problems 
arise for the utilities and the public they 
serve 
This whole picture has been changing 
since the early 70s when the opposition 
environm entalists and consum erists 
began intervening at various levels of the 
regulatory process, causing frustrating 
and costly delays. Now mem bers of 
these groups have moved into govern­ 
ment itself, sitting on decision-making 
bodies and occupying key agency staff 
positions. These people w ith high 
academ ic records (in political science, 
law and various areas of the humanities) 
really feel they are more capable than 
the energy companies to determ ine how 
our energy needs should be served. The 
technical and economic problems to be 
faced seem relatively simple to them. 


Opposition environm entalists and con­ 
sum erists come in several varieties. 
There are those who see over-simplified 
answ ers to the com plicated energy 
dilemm a, such as the theory that conser­ 
vation and development of renewable 
energy sources (solar) are the solutions 
or that the development of our nation’s 


abundant coal resources combined with 
nuclear can make us self-sufficient, or 
that adequate gas supplies can be 
produced from waste. 
The cold truth is that our energy sur­ 
vival in the coming years will depend on 
the development of every economically 
reasonable source of domestic energy 
supply as well as a massive conservation 
effort and still the United States will be 
forced to rely on imported oil to fill our 
domestic deficiency. We will have this 
deficiency not because of waste but from 
the increase in new industry and new 
households. 
Another faction would stop the growth 
of energy so we can return to the “good 
old days", energy-generated horsepower 
replaced by human power. That was fine 
in the last century but not today. What 
would any city be without its energy sup­ 
ply? It would be a disaster area. 
Still an o th er group, and we a re 
acquainted with them at Pt. Conception, 
are the “ self-preservationists” - those 
who have their own beautiful environ­ 
ment and don’t want anyone messing 
with it These usually affluent opponents 
have the means, through delaying tactics 
in the courts and other means, of being 
very effective in not only delaying but 
often destroying a m ajor project. 
The most sinister group uses opposi­ 
tion as an opportunity to develop the 
groundwork for a centrally controlled 
society Theirs is the established inter­ 
national formula for promoting govern­ 
ment takeover: make it so difficult for 
the private system to function that it 
fails in the public’s eye, and then the 
public will dem and governm ent in­ 
tervention 
Anyone who reads a new­ 
spaper is conscious of the fact that our 
lives are more and more being regulated 
and restricted by government
